Report details leadership 
issues, harrowing scenes

A US. Navy report released 
Wednesday uncovered numerous fail- 
ures in leadership, training and sea- 
manship that caused deadly collisions 
over the summer involving the destroy- 
ers McCain and Fitzgerald. 

Claiming the lives of 17 sailors, the 
crashes in the busy waters of the west- 
ern Pacific Ocean highlight a Navy 
struggling to train, test, 
credential and deploy 
warships in the Japan- 
based 7th Fleet’s area 
of operations, a region 
stretching from the 
Arctic south past Aus- 
tralia. 

“Both of these acci- 
dents were prevent- 
able, and the respec- 
tive investigations found multiple fail- 
ures by watch standers that contrib- 
uted to the incidents,” said Chief of 
Naval Operations Adm. John Rich- 
ardson in a written statement. “We 
must do better.” 

Vowing to ensure that such colli- 
sions never occur again, Richardson 
urged “our culture, from the most jun- 
ior sailor to the most senior command- 
er” to value and achieve the highest 
standards of performance. 

“We will spend every effort needed 
to correct these problems and be 
stronger than before,” he said.

Federal prosecutors Wednes- 
day filed charges accusing the 
driver in the Manhattan truck 
attack of carrying out a long- 
planned plot, spurred by Islamic 
State propaganda videos, to kill 
people celebrating Halloween.
